Canadian Forest Week Set Aside 
By Proclamation 

The Governor-General has by pro- 
clamation set aside the week of April 
22 to 28 as “Canadian Forest Week.” 
Those in. authority renlize that it will 
be but a few short weeks until the 
menace of forest fire will be with us 
again and there will be the ever pres- 
ent danger of carelessness with camp 
fire, cigarette, pipe, etc. No doubt a 
few forest fires are caused by light- 
ming but the fact remains that the 
great majority of forest fires are 
man-made-——-the result of careless- 
ness. Organization work is now going 
on to stir all citizens of the Dominion 
to a sustained and patriotic effort to 
conserve our great forest heritage. 

If everyone could but visualize 
Canada's forest industry in all its 
ramifications and realize that the 
safe-keeping of the forests is a per- 
sonal as well as a national necessity, 
there would surely be no more man- 
made forest fires. The welfare of 
every individual in the Dominion is 
affected by Canada's forest losses— 
they dig deep into everyone's pocket 
book. Take the value of the forests 
as @ source of employment for in- 
stance, says the Department of the 
Interior, through its Natural Re-
